As secretary of the treasury he has 


supervision of all the national money, 
the public debt, the Federal Farm 
Loan Bureau, the secret service, the 
capital architecture, the customs ser- 
vice, the coast guard, and formerly 
the much-attacked prohibition bureau. 
He is an ex-officio chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board and chairman 
or member of various committees, 
boards and commissions. To all these
